“We 
want to stress, yes, we've 
got a color problem, but 
the water's safe to drink,” 


says Chief Miller. 

The city has been test- 
ing the water every day, 
according to Ken Robin- 
son, Administrator: of 
Utilities, and health de- 
partment officials have 
also been testing the wa- 
ter regularly.

*Use insect repellents that 
contain DEET (diethyltolu- 
amide) when outdoors at 
dusk, dawn. and nighttime 
hours. Parents are advised to 
use repellents on children 
that contain less than 10% 
DEET. Read repellent labels 
carefully to ensure the prod- 


uct is for use on children and 
use as directed. Promptly 
wash repellent off the skin 
when the outdoor exposure is 
over. 

*Ensure that screens on 
windows, doors and patios are: 
in good repair to prevent mos- 
quitoes from entering the 
home. Remove or frequently 
empty containers which col- 
lect water outdoors. 

*Be alert to heavy mosquito 
biting activity when outdoors 
at nighttime. If biting activity. 
is intense, even when using 
precautions, consider going@ 
indoors. Precautions.are espe- 
cially important when near 
heavily vegetated or wooded 
areas.

This is because’ Belle Glade 
cannot use the chlorine the 
other towns use when consider- 
able backpumping causes the 
change in water color. 

In 1982 the THM 
(Trihalomethane) rule went 
into affect for cities with popu- 
látions greater than 10,000 res- 
idents. As a.result, the City of 
Belle Glade had to stop using 
chlorine for color, taste and 
odor removal. 

“Free chlorine,” as it is called, 
is 75 times more effective for 
color rémoval than the type of 
chlorine used by Belle Glade, 
but when free chloine reacts 


with organics in the water, it 
creates cancer-causing com- 
pounds, 

“Another factor, according to 
Мг. Robinson, is the location of 
each city's water intake. 
Pahokee's intake is in open 
water, away'from land, and is 
not usually affected by back- 
pumping. South Bay and Belle 
Glàde's primary intake is in the 
rim canal.

* Cigarettes and other forms 
of tobacco are addicting. 

* Nicotine is the drug in 
tobacco that causes addiction. 

* Nicotine is absorbed readi- 
ly from tobacco smoke in the 
lungs and from smokeless 
tobacco in the mouth or nose. 
With regular use, levels of nico- 
tine accumulate in the body 
during the day and persist 


„overnight. Thus, daily tobacco 


users are exposed to the effects 
of nicotine for 24 hours each 
day. 

*Tobacco smoke contains 
over 4,000 chemical com- 
pounds, including at least 43 
different carcinogenic sub- 
stances. 

*Fingernail polish remover, 
otherwise known as acetone, is 
а poisonous gas and an insecti- 
cide which is an ingredient 
found in cigarette smoke. 

Cigarette smoke contains 
cyanide, a deadly poison.

DETROIT, MI. - In the parlance of 
everyday wisdom it would be "Pick on 
someone your own size," but in the 
recent study from the chief highway 
safety agency it's described as "The 
aggressivity of light trucks and vans in 
traffic crashes." 

No matter how you describe it, 
though, it spells the likelihood of bad 
news.for people in a car who collide 
with a pickup truck or a sport-ute or a 
minivan. · 

“According to the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Agency (NHTSA), a crash 
between what it calls something in the 
LTV (light trucks and varis) segment 
and a car *a disproportionate number of 
the fatalities are incurred by the car 
occupants." 

In the conclusion to à paper they pre- 
sented at the Society of Automotive 
Engineers (SAE) World Congress here, 
Hampton C. Gabler and William T. Hol- 
lowell of NHTSA made plain the dan- 


gers they found in reviewing the flatis- 
tics on crashes between LTVs and cars. 

Car occupants killed more often 

LTVs now account for over one-third 
of light vehicles on U.S. highways, they 
reported, but “collisions between cars 
and LTVs lead to over 50 per cent of all 
fatalities in light vehicle-to-vehicle colli- 
sions.” 5 

People in cars аге more likely to die 
or be hurt in a crash with an LTV, the 
researcher said, because of a “striking 
incompatibility between cars and all_ 
categories of LTVs.” 

In 1996, LTV-car crashes accounted 
for 5,259 fatalities while car-car crashes 
led to 4,013 deaths and LTV-LTV 
crashes resulted in 1,225 fatalities. 

Of the 5,259 fatalities in LTV-car 
crashes in 1996, 81 per cent of the fatal- 
ly-injured were occupants of the саг. 

Gabler and Hollowell's report also 
makes it clear that an LTV is particu- 
larly dangerous to а ¢ar’s occupants in а 
side impact crash. Crashes in which-an 
LTV “was the bullet vehicle led to 56.9 


рег cent of all fatalities in side-struck ` 


vehicles,” they found * 
Size matters t 
According to the NHTSA report, "a 

tomparison of LTVs and cars reveals 
that the LTVs are more aggressive than 
cars for a number of reasons including 
their greater weight, stiffer structure, 
and higher ride height." 

So it is that-a small pickup, for 
example, would likely cause more dam- 
age than a sedan of the same weight. 

The study was able to assign what it 
called Aggressivity Matrix (AM) to each 
kind of vehicle and even to specific mod- 
els, using various sophisticated crash 
statistics from 1991 to 1994.” 

So the worst kind of vehiclé to be a 
crash with was a full size van, which 
earned an Aggressivity Matrix of. 2.47. 
After that it is full size pickups with 
2.31, sport-utility vehicles at 1.81, 
small pickups at 1.53, minivans at 1.46, 
large cars at 1.15, mid-size cars at 0.70, 
compact cars at 0.58, and subcompact 
cars at'0.45.. “ 

From the same data, the NHTSA 
researchers determined that the-follow-

Speculation has put a price 
tag of $300 and up on the sys- 
tem, though early consumer 
research suggests that the 


-public might be willing to go as 


high as $600 if the system 
were good enough. 

That may seem like a lot, 
but it's less than the cost of an 
air conditioning unit, which 
essentially performs the 
reverse function 0f a Heat 
Storage System in the sum-
